Preserved Soap Babbles. 


If one wishes to make soap bubbles 


which will last several days, prepare 
the following mixture In a room where 
the temperature Is not lower than 65 
degrees: Dissolve at a gentle heat one 
part of castile soap, previously cut into 
thin shavings, in 40 parts of water, dis- 
tilled, if possible, and, when the solu- 
tion Is cold, filter it. 


Having done this carefully, mix In 


a bottle by violent and persistent shak- 
ing, a little at a time, two parts of 
flycerin with three parts of the above 
mentioned solution of soap and allow 
!t then to stand where it will not be in 
the way of dust. The liquid, which ia 
at first clear, soon becomes turbid. Aft- 
er a few days a white precipitate will 
have risen to the top of the liquid, le 
ing the remainder clear. Draw offl the 
dear portion with siphon (a bent tube) 
and keep it for use. To use a siphon 
it is necessary first to fill it and then 
to plunge the shorter arm into the 
liquid to be drawn off. 


This mixture is called glycerin liquid. 


The film it forms is of such strength 
that a bubble four inches in diameter 
may be kept In the open air of a room 
for three hours if supported by a ring 
of iron or bone an inch and a half In 
diameter or allowed to rest on some 
soft woolen fabric. If placed under a 
glass shade, it may last as long as 
three days. 
If filled with tobacco 


smoke, it looks very much as if it 
were solid.—Boston Transcript.

TION. 


In the December number of the 


Railroad Trainmen's Journal the fol- 
Inwiuij extract appears in an editorial: 


"We have all prayed for the time 


when every social question would be- 
came a political question and that 
time is now 'op to us' and it is oar 
busiuesg lo take advantage of it." 


Therv is uo doubt about the correct- 


ness of the view taken by the editor 
npon 
social questions. 
There are 


questions of a social character that de- 
mand attention as political questions 
and when presanted for political action 
they will receive the care they demand. 


As social questions are chiefly in the 


bauds of those who are direotly inter- 
ested in them no notice, such as their 
importance require, is given to any of 
them. Theso questions, in a sense polit- 
ically, are not worthy of attention, or 
those who are personally interested in 
them fail in a duty they owe to them- 
selves 
and 
their 
fellows who are 


equally interested, when they fail to 
present them for political action. 


When presented they may be re- 


ceived in a lake-warm way, but that 
should not discourage those who are 
persuaded that action should betaken. 
The bosses will not submit to any in- 
terference with their plans by those 
who present for oonsidel%ation R social 
question before a convention for two 
reisons, one of which is that they know 
nothing about such questions, and the 
other reason is that it is not a part of 
the business they have in hand. 


The elevation of man ia not in their 


political 
catalogue, and that being 


true, should it be expected in the 
order of things that social questions 
would receive their attention. When 
social questions become matters for 
public discussion in organized form 
they will receive attention worthy of 
the importance they sustain to the 
social system of the race, but until 
action is taken to give thorn form 
by those interested in them in a way 
that th-y can be presented for direct 
consideration they will continue in the 
baok ground while matters of much 
less weight to the best interests of 
man aod society are receiving the uu- 
divided attention of a nation. 


The editor in the article from which 


the above quotation was taken says: 
"The Trainmen's Journal does not cure 
a rap for either party

*• * * It 


makes no difference 
to the 
Journal 


whether the party be led by President 
McKinley or Colonel Bryan we are 
after results not parties." 


We will not question the petition of 


the Trainmen's Journal. It is sup- 
posed to be non partisan in its action 
but tho question remains for solution 
that is presented in the fust extract by 
the position taken in tho last qnotn- 
tion. It would be well for us who nre 
in favor of bringing sooial questions 
to the front to know how it can he 
done without political party action in 
some foirn. 


Has not the JOURNAL placed us in 


the position o! "wait a while," when we 
should be at woik gmni; our care ami 
attention to the politic U side of social 
questions, that they may be placed 
where they should be to receive atten- 
tion politically that their merits de- 
mind? 


Should we roma'm passive, when the 


time is upon us thit. requires of encli 
and all of us who are interested in 
bringing forward for political action 
the great ques'ioti of labor? 


Should we remain in a waiting posi- 


tion, that one of the politcnl pirtiss 
may gather us up and say, in some 
form, "30:1 bless you," to cheer our 
waiting spirits, which is the position 
we will occupy so long ns we remain 
inactive to a true relation in politic-1. 


Labor is organized for its protection 


against the innovations »md oppres- 
sive demands of capital, and in organ- 
ization it receivsa protection. Should 
(here be any sufficient cause to prevent 
labor from receiving additional pro- 
tection through organized 
political 


action. 


We believe there is no principle in- 


volved that is in opposition to organ- 
ized action in politico by labor, but it 
ia surely one of the best forms of 
organization to command attention to 
the demand of labor for that recogni- 
tion politically to which it is entitled. 
We are of the opinion that the present 
passive state of labor may continue 
for centuries, unless there is addi- 
tional work done in organized form to 
direct attention to it, as a power in the 
political field. 


The intelligent politician is quick to 


ascertain a winning proposition, and 
be is equally as quick in bis conclusion 
npon a question that is not properly! 
before the people for his attention and 


action. 
The rights of labor In its 


various departments 
have received 


very little attention from the law- 
making power, while it ia and will 
continue to be the question oi all 
questions that demand attention. We 
do not mean a mere passing attention, 
bnt refer to a living and continued 
attention that will give to it the 
necessary protection its importance 
demands.
